At $2.21 Per Bushel 


Most wheat produced 
in 
the 
Hamlin area the past season went 
into government loan under parity 
provisions, report the three grain 
b uy ers of the section . 
Department of Agriculture re­ 
ported lsfst week-end from Wash­ 
ington that the b asic price support 
for 1953 crop wheat will remain at 
the $2.21 a b ushel minimum set 
last fall. 
Farm law requires that the grain 
b e supported at 9 0 per cent of the 
parity price as of July 1, b ut under 
a “forward prieing” povrision the 
department may set a minimum 
support prcie ahead of the planting 
season. This minimum must b e ad­ 
justed upward in the event of an 
increase in the parity price. 
Parity is a price designed to b e 
fair to farmers in relation to prices 
they pay . 
The department also announced 
support rates for major wheat 
markets.

Secretary o f Ag riculture Ben­ 
so n last week inv o ked marketing 
quo tas o n the 1954 wheat cro p,

do wn. 
The quo tas, under which farm­ 
ers wo uld be to ld ho w much they 
co uld market, must be appro v ed 
by at least two -thirds o f the af­ 
fected g ro wers v o ting in a refer­ 
endum to be held later.

aid, b ut sales of wheat in excess 
of a quota would b e sub ject to a 
heavy penalty tax as well as loss 
of price support. 
Allotments do 
not require grower approval. 
'rhe uncertainty as to the size of 
1954 quotas and the date of the 
referendum was caused b y the fact 
that legislation is pending in Con­ 
gress to make reductions less se­ 
vere than those required b y exist­ 
ing law. 
Unless Congress acts b y July 15, 
Benson will b e required to impose 
controls cutting production 30 per 
cent from this y ear. The House has 
passed a b ill to require only a 15 
per cent reduction. A Senate Agri­ 
culture Committee has completed 
hearings on a measure that w'ould 
split the difference b etween exist­ 
ing law and the House b ill. 
Present law requires that the 
quota referendum b e held b y July

Drop During June 
From May Levels 


While income from farming op­ 
erations in the Hamlin area has 
b een running far b elow normal for 
three y ears due to 
the 
drouth, 
farm prices for the state as a 
whole were down an average of 5.7 
per cent in June from the returns 
of crops in May , according to the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
Ix>wer livestock prices, particu­ 
larly for b eef cattle, and a decline 
in prices of 
livestock 
products 
pulled the index down. 
Hog, wool, and truck crop prices 
r*tse. 
Tomato prices were excep­ 
tionally high, said USDA. Onions 
Increased slightly . 
Wheat was down 23 cents at 
$1.8 5 per b ushel and oats and b ar­ 
ley slipped 13 cents and 21 cents 
per b ushel, respectively . Potatoes 
fell 9 5 cents, per b ushel. 
Prices of 
all 
hay 
averaged 
$24.90, down $3.20 per ton from 
mid-May * Baled alfalfa hay drop­ 
ped $2.50 per ton to average $29.50. 
Beef cattle at $11 per hundred 
height were $4 from May and 
$12.20 from June of 1952. Calves 
slipped $3 to average $14 per hund­ 
red pounds, a drop of $14.30 from 
June 1952. 
Sheep and lamb s each Vcre 
down $2.70 at $6.90 and $17.8 0, 
respectively . 
Hogs b rought $22.90, up 10 cents 
from May and $3 higher than a 
y ear ago. 
Poultry and poultry products 
were off slightly as were milk, 
b oth wholesale and retail, and b ut- 
terfat. 
Wool gained two cents to aver­ 
age 65 cents per pound.

Answer to Questio n No . 1 : 
Minor burns are painful and 
annoying and should be proper­ 
ly cared for. If large areas of 
skin are burned it is apt to be 
very serious and sometimes fatal 
Then expert medical attention is 
required. Modern methods and 
new drugs make it possible to 
save many who are badly burn­ 
ed. W ith burns, an ounce of pre­ 
vention is worth a ton of cure. 
It is especially important to see 
that children cannot reach heat­ 
ed grates, hot flat irons, and ket­ 
tles full «*f hot fluids.

It is important that the public 
health service in every commun­ 
ity check food handlers in res­ 
taurants, groceries, and butcher 
shops, for they can transmit dis­ 
eases such as the common cold 
readily, and possibly more ser­ 
ious diseases.

C otton m en of the H am lin area 
and the rest of the C otton Bolt of 
th e cou ntry alw ay s hav e w orried 
a lot m ore abou t getting th eir cot­ 
ton to grow and harv ested than 
they ev er did abou t w h at happen­ 
ed a fte r the fleece w as sold. 
Bu t 
now1 they a re concerned abou t cot­ 
ton m arkets 
and. w ith brokers, 
spinners and others related agen­ 
cies, are try ing to stu dy w ay s and 
m eans to keep a steady m arket. 
Sev eral H am lin area cotton men 
w ere am ong the hu ndreds who last 
w eek-end attended 
th e 
annu al 
A m erican C otton C ongress a t Lu b­ 
bock. 
The fu tu re of the A m erican cot­ 
ton indu stry depends on free world 
trade, the ongress w as told T hu rs­ 
day night. 
L am ar Flem ing Jr. of H ou ston, 
head of A nderson. C lay ton & Co 
th e w orld’s biggest cootton m er­ 
chant, told cotton 
leaders th a t 
gov erm ental program s, price su p­ 
ports and acreage controls can’t 
assu re cotton’s fu tu re. 
People of the 
w orld need 
to 
Use m ore cotton, Flem ing said, 
and this can be done only by find­ 
ing ex panded m arkets abroad. 
“O u r increasing acceptance of 
oth e r nations’ goods will increase 
correspondingly th eir abilities to 
bu y and pay for ou r cotton,” he 
said.

book. 
Mr. Sm ith decided to get m ar­ 
ried, and he ru shed to the Clerk 
of D istrict C ou rt to get his license. 
W ithou t giv ing the m a tte r mu ch 
thou ght, he told the clerk his name 
was “C harles S m ith.”

was recorded on his m arriage cer­ 
tificate. 
Mr. S m ith bou ght a hou se, and 
the law y er w-ho handled the tra ns­ 
action asked for his fu ll name. 
The deed w as filed u nd er the nam e 
“A lbert C harles S m ith.”
